‘LEGION BECOMES 


POLITICAL ALY 
OF DORIOT PARTY 


Volunteers Join Forces 
With Rightists to Coun- 
ter Petain’s Veterans’ 


Group — First Troops 
Leave for Poland. 


VICHY, Sept. 4 (AP)—The col- 
laboration-minded “Paris group,” 
in a countermove to Marshal Hen- 
ri Philippe Petain’s conversion of 
the French veterans legion into an 
official party, today made over its 
anti-Soviet volunteers’ legion into 
an aggressive political organization 
allied to the Rightist party of 
Jacques Doriot. 7 

A joint committee was set up in 
Paris and a joint declaration is- 
sued by the two movements under- 
scoring the similarity of their 
views. 

It announced the anti-Soviet le- 
gion and the French Popular Party 
would consult “on all political and 
technical problems” and undertake 
mutual aid “whether for defense 
against the opponents of the na- 
tional revolution or to attack 
them.” 

Possibly to forestall an opposi- 
tion move, the veterans’ legion in 
the unoccupied zore recently issued 
a strange poster simply saying: 
“Against Bolshevism—the Legion.” 
The full name of the Paris anti- 
Soviet group is “the French Legion 
Against Bolshevism.” 

The last time Vichy tried to cre- 
ate an official mass movement by. 
forming a “national group,” a 
“national popular group” was 
formed in opposition to it in Paris. 

The new pact between the Doriot 
party and the Paris Legion was 
signed by their respective heads, 
Doriot and Pierre Constantine, 
both of whom became members of 
a joint steering committ: :. 

Legion Off for Poland. 

Adolf Hitler has decided that all 
relatives of - Anti-Soviet Legion 
volunteers who are held in prison 
camps will be released, it was an- 
nounced yesterday in Versailles. 
The news was handed to the Le- 
gionnaires as the first group, com- 
manded by Col. Duvry who was 
wounded last Wednesday in the at- 
tack on Pierre Laval and Marcel 
Deat, left Versailles for Poland, 
where they will go into trrining. 
Before they left, German Ambas- 
sador Otto Abetz and Vichy repre- 
sentative Fernand de Brinon pre- 
sided at a ceremony in which a 
French tri-colored flag bearing the 
inscription “Honor and Father- 
land” was presented to the volun- 
teers. 

In Poland the volunteers are to 
receive German uniforms and hel- 


‘mets and French cockades. The

lowance of about $100 monthly for 

soldiers and $200 for officers. 
Two Papers Suspended. 

The Vichy Government issued an 
order today forbidding establish- 
ment of any publication without 
preliminary approval and suspend- 
ed two newspapers for their anti- 
‘collaboration attitude. To save 
paper, all Sunday newspapers were 
suspended. 

New newspapers would have to 
obtain approval of Vice Premier 
Admiral Jean Darlan and Pierre 
Pucheu, Minister of the Interior. 

The daily Jour-Echo de Paris 
was suspended for 10 days and the 
weekly Temps Nouveaux was sus- 
pended indefinitely, charged with 
being De Gaullist. 

Three leading French business 
men, Maurice Foucault, Isidore 
Courciol and Leon Ayrisvie, were

They were described, respective- 
ly, as the manager of the Percy 
Works at Montpellier, the chair- 
man of the Government Dairy Syn- 
dicate, also at Montpellier, and the 
owner of harbor facilities at Be 
ziers.

Canada as “Linchpin.” 
Following Mackenzie King as~”. 
speaker, Churchill lauded Canada 
as “the linchpin of the English- 
speaking world,’ ‘and stated: 

“Today you have listened to a 
memorable and momentous dec- 
laration, made here amid our ruins 
of London, but it resounds through- 
out the empire and is carried to all 
parts of the world by the~ mar- 
velous mechanism of modern life 
and modern war.” 

Churchiii continued: “I am grate- 
ful to Mr. Mackenzie King today 
for having put in terms perhaps 
more pointed than I as a British 
Minister would that overpowering 
sense which we have with him that 
the struggle is dire and that all 
free men must stand together in 
one line if humanity is to be spared 
a deepening darkening and widen- 
ing tragedy which can lead only, 
as Mr. Mackenzie King has said, 
to something in the nature of im- 
mediate world chaos.” 

On Canadian Troops. 

Churchill praised Canadian 
troops in Britain, saying while they 
had not yet had a chance to come 
to close quarters with the enemy, 
they stood “at the very point where 
they would be the first to be 
hurled into a counterstroke against 
an invader.” 

(Boos and hisses mingled with 
the cheers when Mackermie King 
addressed Canadian troops in 
Britain a week ago Saturday, and 
it was suggested then that the 
men were discontented because 
they had not seen action.) 

Concluding, Churchill declared: 

“Canada,. with those relations 
of friendly and affectionate inti- 
macy with the United States on 
the one hand and with her un- 
swerving fidelity to the British 
Commonwealth and the Mother- 
land on the other, is the link 
which joins together these two 
great branches of the human fam- 
ily, a link which, spanning’ the 
oceans, brings the continents into 
their true relations and will pre- 
vent in future generations a_  di- 
vision rope between the proud and 
happy nations of Europe and the 
great countries which have come 
into existence in the New World.” 

Mackenzie King said that “Brit- 
ain without aid far greater than 
any yet in sight cannot win the 
war for freedom the world over.. .. 

“We know today the war will be 
far longer; far harder, far more 
desperate if all free men do not 
rally to your side while you are at 
the fullness of your strength. 
“War May Drag on For Years.” 

“It becomes daily clearer that re- 
sistance alone will not bring vic- 
tory. Unless the whole resources, 
the total energy of the free world 
is thrown into the struggle, the 
war may drag on for years, carry- 
ing in its train famine, pestilence 
and horrors still undreamed of.” 

In every country, he said, “Hit- 
lerism has found its most useful 
allies among those who believed 
they could save themselves by iso- 
lation and neutrality while others 
fought the battles of freedom.” 

The new world order, if it is to 
come after this war, “can only be 
effected through the leadership of 
the British commonwealth of na- 
tions and the United States of 
America working in whole-hearted 
co-operation toward this great 
end,” he added, 

Mackenzie King said that an 
armored division would be sent 
from Canada to join the two opera- 
tional divisions already in Eng. 
land.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP). 


CHECKUP showed today 

that licenses for the export 

of commercial grades of oil 
and gasoline have been granted 
to Spain, Sweden, Switzerland 
and French North African col- 
onies since new regulations on 
petroleum exports went into ef- 
fect Aug. 2. 

No licenses have been issued, 
it was learned, for the export 
of any petroleum, products to 
Japan. 

State Department officials 
said that since Aug. 1, eight or 
nine tankers have sailed from 
American ports for Spain carry- 
ing low grade oil and gasoline 
for that country’s normal re- 
quirements. 

They emphasized that in the 
shipments to Spain, as well as 
to other countries, exports were 
limited to the minimum require- 
ments and all possible precau- 
tions were taken to insure that 
the petroleum would not be 
utilized outside the country to 
which it was shipped. 

Officials said that the United 
States was attempting to main- 
tain as near normal trade as 
possible under the licensing sys- 
tem and declined comment on 
reports that the oil shipment to 
Spain had been made to assist 
in keeping Spain neutral.

Acting on an injunction suit 
filed by the employes, who allege 
that their dismissal would violate 
a city charter provision forbidding 
changes in classified personnel be- 
cause of political - affiliations, 
Judge Mason ordered Baumes to 
appear in Circuit Judge David J. 
Murphy’s court on Sept. 18 to 
show why a temporary injunction 
should not be issued. 

That date, however, is two days 
after the special election on the 
merit system, passage of which 
would “freeze” city job holders in 
their current positions. Meantime, 
Baumes is restrained by the 
court’s order from discharging or 
demoting any of the 52 employes or 
in any way interfering with their 
work, 

Basis of Application. 

In asking a writ of prohibition, 
Caulfield and Stemmler argued 
that Judge Mason’s order is null 
and void because it was issued 
without notice to Baumes or the 
City Counselor’s office, and 
amounts to “snap judgment” by 
Judge Mason. 

The hearing to show cause was 
intentionally delayed until two 
days after the election, their pe- 
tition relates, so the temporary 
restraining order would remain in 
effect until the civil service 
amendment could be adopted. 

The employes’ injunction suit 
was not brought in good faith, it 
is alleged, but was inspired by 
George B. Tracy, who was chair- 
man of the Efficiency Board un- 
der Mayor Dickmann, “for the 
purpose of embarrassing the pres- 
ent administration and hamper- 
ing it in its efforts to bring to 
the city an orderly and efficient 
administration.” 

Workers Called Machine Men. 

All 52 employes, the petition 
states, were part of the Dickmann- 
Hannegan machine. Tracy, it con- 
tinues, “came to be known as the 
‘ax man’ of the said Dickmann- 
Hannegan machine by reason of 
the fact that he was given, or 
assumed, the right to direct the 
discharge of such employes as 
were deemed to be not fully in 
sympathy with the ideals and pur- 
poses of said machine, and ruth- 
lessly exercised such real or as- 
sumed authority.” 

The Supreme Court is sacked to 
issue a temporary writ prohibiting 
enforcement of th erestraining or- 
der ,and set a date for a hearing, 
at which Judge Mason would be 
ordered to show why the prohibi- 
tion should not be made perma- 
nent. 


YOUTH HITCHHIKES 700 MILES

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 4 (AP). 
—Argentina awaited today a re- 
port from its Berlin E=>assy to 
explain the arrests of 11 Argen- 
tine citizens by the Germans in 
occupied France,

Some sources recalled that the 
Reich had detained Boliviang and 
Cubans in occupied Europe in re- 
prisal for anti-Nazi activity of the 
Bolivian and Cuban Governments.

FOR AID INQUIRY 


Minister of Information 
Suggests They Visit Eng- 
land to Check on Lease- 
Lend Supplies. 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).—Bren- 
dan Bracken, Minister of Informa- 
tion, today invited members of the 
United States Congress to visit 
Britain to investigate use of lease- 
lend materials. 

“I gladly accept the suggestion 
that members of the United States 
Congress come to Britain to make 
their own inquiries on the use 
of lease-lend materials, and they 
would be under no obligation,” 
Bracken said. 

The Congressmen would be al- 
lowed to visit British factories but 
would not be shown war secrets. 

“We do not allow members of 
Parliament to see them,” Bracken 
said. 

“We are anxious,” said Bracken 
“to find independent — witnesses 


‘and critics but not peacemongers.” 


This remark was made when 
reporters asked if his invitation 
would hold good if the same Con- 
gressmen went on to Germany. 

The invitation was interpreted 
here as almost like an open invi- 
tation by Prime Minister Churchill 
himself. Bracken, who made the 
statement from notes or text. of 
a statement prepared before the 
conference, formerly was Church- 
ill’s private secretary. 


Little Enthusiasm Among Senators 
for Proposal. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
A British invitation for members 
of Congress to visit Britain to in- 
vestigate use of lease-lend materi- 
als was received with little en- 
thusiasm in the Senate today. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), Tex- 
as, of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, said: 

“The expenditure of lease-lend 
funds is an executive function and 
I assume the President has made 
a proper check on such expendi- 
tures in Great Britain. Under the 
law, the President must report to 
Congress on such lease-lend ex- 
penditures, and when that report is 
filed the Congress will have an op- 
portunity to criticise or attack the 
methods of spending. Little could 
be accomplished by Congressmen 
visiting Britain as an independent 
investigating body.” 

Taft (Rep.), Ohio, strong oppon- 
ent of the administration’s foreign 
policy, quipped: “I plead guilty to 
being a peace-monger, so the invi- 
tation doesn’t apply to me.” 

Clark (Dem.), Missouri: “I’ve al- 
ways been in favor of the whole 
American people staying at home 
and minding their own business.

As a substitute for lowering ex- 
emptions, La Follette proposed high- 
er rates and lower exemptions in 
the schedules of estate and gift 
taxes. He said these would raise 
$202,000,000 annually. 


“Cheap Price to Pay.” 


“That would be a loss of $101,- 
000,000,” he added, “but that would 
be a cheap price to pay if Congress 
could assure the people in the low- 
er income group that we are not 
going to attack them with a tax 
pincers movement.” 

This plan was rejected, 47 to 20. 

“Under the committee bill,” La 
Follette told his colleagues, “an 
estate of $40,000 would pay about 
$30 tax and that is approximately 
the same amount which would be 
paid by a single individual earning 
$21.65 a wéek.” 

George said Congress long had 
exempted estates below $40,000 to 
enable states to tax these smaller 
estates. He said states claimed 
this field and the La Follette pro- 
posal would upset this present ar- 
rangement. 

Gift Tax Approved. 

The Senate then approved on a 
voice vote the Finance Commit- 
tee’s schedule of gift-tax rates, 
which range from 2% per cent on 
net gifts up to $5000 to 57% per 
cent on net gifts over $10,000,000. 
Net gifts are computed after a 
$40,000 exemption has been taken.

The August toll was increased by 
the worst traffie accident in the 
records of the State Highway Safe- 
ty Bureau, when eight soldiers and 
one civilian were killed in Pulaski 
unty.

Allows 5 Days to File Briefs in 
Dispute Over Strip Woman 
Defended With Shotgun. 
Counsel for St. Louis County in 


its injunction proceeding against 
Mrs. Lena Bender, the woman with 
a shotgun who has prevented the 
widening of the Sappington-Bar- 


racks road in front of her home, 
were told today by Circuit Judge 
Julius R. Nolte that the burden of 
proving the county’s right to a dis- 
puted 10-foot strip of land rested 
with them.

FORTRESS CRAFT BOMB DOCKS 
AT ROTTERDAM IN DAYLIGHT 


South African Pilot Credited With 
Two Planes in 30 Seconds 
Over Channel. 
LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).—Amer- 


ican-built fortress planes bombed 
Rotterdam docks in occupied Hol- 


land this afternoon, it was stated 
authoritatively today. 
A young South African pilot 
shot down two German Messer- 
schmitt 109s within half a minute 
of each other this afternoon on 
Channel patrol, British sources re- 
ported. 
(The German news agency, 
DNB, said the British lost six 
planes over the Channel area to- 
day.) 

Last night British bombers at- 
tacked docks at Brest, France. 

The Germans dropped bombs at 
points in Northeast England last 
night, a Government communique 
said, but there were no casualties 
and only very slight damage was 
acknowledged.

If Churchill were-a stubborn

Reds’ Training in Mass Fighting 
Halted Nazis, Says Russian Colonel 


Officer Asserts Germans Expected to Win 
Swiftly Without Using Big Army but 
Merely Mechanized Forces.

MOSCOW, Sept. 4. — Those out- 


side the Soviet Union who may 
wonder why the Red army was 
able to stem the German attack 
have a possible explanation in the 
statement to me today by Col. 
Alexei Nerchenko, who said the 
Russians had been trained in mass 
fighting as well as in mechanical 
fighting and that when the Ger- 
man .machine halted or broke 
down, the Nazis were not able to 
cope with the attacks and counter- 
attacks of the Red army. 


“The German tactics are to at- 
tack with a quick short stroke and 
smash with a lot of iron,” Col. 
Nerchenko said. “They thought 
they could carry on the campaign 
against us without a big army but 
with a mechanized war of iron. 

“Modern war requires more mass 
preparation than ever, and when 
the Germans met an army pre— 
pared for both mechanized and 
mass war they came right up 
against a stone wall.” 

Col. Nerchenko, who is a Ukra- 
nian by birth, came up through 
the ranks after joining the- army 
as a private when he was 16 years 
old. He is now 38. His duties 
consist of training and preparing 
officers and men for hand-to-hand 
fighting in mass attacks. One of 
his principal duties is giving in- 
struction in bayonet charging. 
Sergeant Kills 20 Nazis. 

He was proud of the men he 
has instructed, he said, and added, 
one sergeant who had trained un- 
der him killed 20 Germans in a 
bayonet charge on the eastern 
front. . 

“The Germans fight with auto- 
matic rifles and machine guns 
without direct aim,” he said. “They 
shoot all over the place merely 
for the sound effect, and at the 
beginning they thought that was 
enough. 

“Since then they have learned 
that all their noisy tactics do not 
affect our nerves. But even when 
they discovered their mistake they 
were able to do little about it be- 
cause you cannot teach a soldier 
to shoot straight overnight. They 
are still bad shots,” . 

Col. Nerchenko said that on the 
front, German troops were alw@ys. 
easy to spot because they take up 
positions where they can see ahead 
for long distances. He said they 
attempt to protect.their troops con- 
trations by throwing heavy patrols 
ahead and, according to him, the 
Germans in this manner give away 
their positions every time. 

Avoid Night Fighting. 

He also declared that the Ger- 
mans shy away from night en- 
counters wherever possible — be- 
cause they are afraid of 


charges of Soviet troops, who at- 
tack with bayonets and shoot with 
deadly aim. 

Another of Col. Nerchenko’s con- 
clusions was that the Germans 
were prepared only for a short war 
when they invaded the Soviet 
Union. 

“At the beginning of the war, 
materials used by the Germans 
were found to have been manu- 
factured in 1938 and 1939,” he said. 
“It was evident this material had 
been built up before and during 
the war against France and, be- 
cause much had been wunusued 
then, the Germans believed they 
could win a war against the Soviet 
Union with this surplus material. 

“However, all this was thrown 
into the fighting during the first 
few weeks, and we find that now 
they are using material for the 
most part manufactured in 1941. 
This is very good proof they had 
no idea the war would not be over 
in a few weeks.” 

Col. Nerchenko said the Ger- 
mans were using French, Belgian 
and Czech tanks taken from those 
countries. According to him, the 
Germans are so short of gasoline 
that they imbed tanks in the 
ground and make a great show of 
force—but are unable to move for 
lack of fuel. He said the Ger- 
mans are resorting to psychologi- 
cal attacks in many sectors be- 
cause all they are capable of is 
bluffing. 


OPM TO GIVE PRIORITY AID

Inter-American and _ Trans-Isth- 
mian Roads On List of 
Favored Projects.

In the meantime, do not 

falter in either because of any 

great or little triumph or defeat 

short of absolute victory or abso- 
lute surrender.” 

That was our text in the first 
World War and it should be our 
text today. There is too much re- 
laxation in such events as the 
Russian resistance this summer— 
too much hysteria in such happen- 
ings as the British disasters ear- 
lier this year. 

In war anything may happen. 
In early 1916, and even as late as 
the autumn of 1917, the Allies 
thought they had Germany on the 
ropes. Beyond “token” troops, 
they didn’t want American soldiers 
—only American ‘dollars and sup- 
plies. In March, 1918, with the 
Eastern front eliminated and the 
Germans knocking at the doors of 
the English Channel, they said 
their backs were to the wall and 
begged us for “men in their under-, 
shirts.” By November it was all 
over. 

In the swift German advance to 
the Marne in 1914, there were plen- 
ty of military experts who said 
the end had come, just as most of 
them said that the Nazis would 
wind up Russia in three weeks or 
at most three months. With every 
ebb and flood in this gigantic 
struggle, public opinion, deprived 
of any very dependable facts, goes 
up and down like a glass ball float- 
ing On the spray of a fountain. 
U. S. Underwrites War. 

Wars can’t be appraised in this 
fashion. Our Civil War is an ex- 
cellent example. In its early days, 
at least in the East the Union was 


set back on its heels time after 


time in battles and defeats which, 
up to those days, were among the 
greatest and most disastrous in 


history. Then, also, the real issue, 


both here and abroad, really de- 


pended on public opinion which, 
then as now, was as jittery as a 


Mexican jumping bean. 

This column hasn’t approved of 
our too great intrusion into unnec- 
essary foreign adventure which 
didn’t actually contribute to, but 
really detracted from our own im- 
pregnable defense, of which it was 
an early and constant advocate. 
But, in realism, it must recognize 
that, wisely or unwisely, we have 
underwritten this war on all fronts. 
We. did it inthe lease-lend bill, 
which was fully debated and passed 
in our best democratic traditions.

Yet no 
statement of peace aims can car- 
ry full conviction, or indeed seem 
truly relevant, unless it answers 
the practical question which is 
in every one’s mind; having de- 
stroyed Hitlerism, with what Ger- 
man government can a just and 
solid peace be negotiated? 

It is for want of an answer to 
this question that every statement 
about the object of the war has 
thus far been ineffective. Every 
statement thus far has been in- 
effective because, as a matter of 
fact, every statement has evaded 
the main question which is how 
the conflict can be ended. The 
failure to answer this question 
has caused the German people to 
believe that the defeat of Hitler 
must mean their own destruction 
and it has caused the free peoples 
to feel that they were committed 
to an interminable and indecisive 
undertaking. 

Ferrero has faced this crucial 
question squarely, not as an im- 
proviser racking his brain to in- 
vent some new and brilliant pana- 
acea, but as a student of history 
seeking wisdom in man’s experi- 
ence, He finds that the question 
which baffles us today is not a 
new question which has never 
been answered before. It is in fact 
essentially the same question which 
baffled Europe in 1814: “in order 
to re-establish the European order 
it was necessary for its negation, 
the empire of Napoleon, to disap- 
pear. ... If peace could not be 
made with Napoleon, with whom 
could it be made? After 25 years 
of terror, the revolution”—this is 
Ferrero’s name of what we now 
call totalitarian aggression—“was 
leading toward the most unexpect- 
ed and terrible catastrophe of all 
—a great war which every one 
wanted to end but which no one 
knew how to end because there 
was no one with whom to make 


peace,” 


ERRERO argues, and I think 

demonstrates, that it was Tal- 
leyrand who discovered the answer 
to the riddle, and communicating 
secretly with Czar Alexander on 
March 31, 1814 set in motion the 
traimr of events which ended the 
22 years of European war. Tal- 
leyrand “had discovered the man 
who could make ce and why 
he alone had the power. This was 
Louis XVIII; and he was able to 
make peace because ... by means 
of his authority as legitimate king 
of France” he could replace the 
usurping dictatorship of Napoleon 
by a legitimate government. 

At this point, which is the criti- 
cal point in Ferrero’s argument, 
the reader must take great pains 
to understand what he means by 
legitimate government. He means 
any form of government “found- 
ed on principles—monarchic of 
republican, aristocratic or demo 
cratic—which are sincerely accept- 
ed by the peoples and faithfully re- 


spected by the governments.” The

MOSCOW, Sept. 4. 

HE Soviet air force still packs 
T: wallop despite the losses of 

equipment admitted in the So- 
viet communiques. 

How many planes the Russians 
still have at their disposal is a 
military secret, but there are these 
signs: 

1. The strength and morale of 
the Red air force are excellent, 
and there has been no apparent 
weakening of its esprit de corps. 

2. The Soviet air force dominates 
the air at the Soviet rear to such 
an extent that large-scale German 
raids deep inland seldom occur in 
the daylight hours and when they 
do they meet fierce opposition. 

3. Production is in the main in- 
tact. Since 1937 the Russians 
have followed the policy of scat- 
tering their airplane output over 
farflung areas. Foreigners who 
have seen something of the Soviet 
air corps and met some of its 
personnel are impressed with its 
initiative and aggressive spirit. 

So far as is: known, there is still 
a considerable reservoir of expe- 
rienced pilots—the product of more 
than 10 years of consistent aviation 
development. Training centers 
are turning out a growing stream 
of graduates. Soviet pilots, most- 
ly volunteers, are the cream of 
Russia’s man power; they are 
well schooled and enthusiastic 
about their work, but their out- 
standing trait is their fearless- 
ness, amounting often to audacity. 
‘Ramming’ ‘a Specialty. 

One Soviet specialty, for ex- 
ample, is “ramming” enemy 
planes. This has become almost 
an art. It consists of knocking 
off a vulnerable piece of the op- 
ponent’s machine and sending him 
spinning to earth. 

There are various methods of 
accomplishing this, but the most 
approved, although the most diffi- 
cult, is to nibble off bits of the 
enemys bomber tail with one's 
whirling propeller blades. A use- 
ful prerequisite, of course, is to 
knock out the rear gunner of the 
bomber with a burst of machine- 
gun fire. 


More than 30 cases of successful 
rammings have been reported by 
the Russians since the beginning 
of the war. It is admitted that 
Soviet flyers sometimes have lost 
their planes and occasionally their 
lives, but the trade of a combat 
plane for a bomber is considered 
a profitable exchange. 

Qne of the great uncertainties in 
this war is the extent to which 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering’s 
Luftwaffe is feeling the strain of 
combat on two fronts. It appears 
obvious that the German air force 
is being taxed to its limits and 
that it has few if any planes or 
experienced pilots to spare and lit- 
tle fuel for nonessential operations 
outside the immediate war areas. 
Leningrad Chief Target. 

From the beginning of the Rus- 
sian-German conflict, German 
bombing has been confined mainly 
to positions at or just behind the 
Soviet front. There has been as- 
tonishingly little bombing deep in 
the rear. For the time being, the 
Luftwaffe apparently is expending 
almost its entire effort on mam- 
moth operations against Leningrad 
in the north and the Ukraine in 
the south. Yet travelers just ar- 
rived from Leningrad report that 
while the distant explosion of ar- 
tillery can be heard there, the city 
itself has been bombed hardly at 
all. 

Moscow, too, is harassed little. 
The Germans tried to blitz the cap- 
ital several nights straight early 
in the war but since then there 
have been nuisance raids only. Un- 
doubtedly the tremendous anti-air- 
craft barrage the Russians are 
capable of throwing up here has 
been one deterrent, for some Ger- 
man pilots hat¥Ve been known to 
drop their bomb loads in open 
fields and suburbs rather than pass 
through it. 

But surely, another important 
reason is that the German planes 
are being kept busy on active 
fronts. On such a vast front as 
the Russian-German one, there is 
no such thing as absolute control 
of the air. Air control is localized 
and constantly shifting to sectors 
where one side or the other hap- 
pens to have amassed considerable 


numbers of planes. 


acid test of legitimacy is that the 
government shall be sufficiently 
accepted by the nation to be able 
to respect the right of opposition. 
Louis XVIII was able to restore 
peace to France and thus to Eu- 
rope, not merely because he was 
the hereditary king but because he 
was sufficiently sure of his posi- 
tion as the king to be able to 
recognize the right of opposition 
to the government. The fact that 
he could legalize an opposition and 
still continue to govern France 
was the practical proof, far more 
conclusive that his hereditary ti- 
tle, that his government was legit- 
imate. 


With such a government, the vic- 
torious Allies could, and in fact 
did, negotiate a generous peace. 
France was not punished for the 
crimes of Napoleon. For France 
had at last achieved a legitimate 
government which could partici- 
pate in the reconstruction of Eu- 
rope: the fear of France subsided, 
and in the absence of fear, hatred 
and revenge gave way to the _ uni- 
versal longing for tranquillity and 
order.

For though 
on the first hearing it may seem 
too simple, and on the second too 
difficult, the more fully it is con- 
sidered and its implications ex- 
plored, the more compelling will 
this discovery prove to be,

JAPAN’S “GREAT BLUNDER,” 
It was a great blunder on the part of Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Mateuoka to have signed a tri- 
partite treaty with Hitler. ; eee 
Such is the remarkable statement made by Juiji 
Kasai, member of the Japanese Parliament, who is 
now in Washington. It is the first time in our knowl- 
edge that a Japanese of high standing has admitted 
that his country pulled a boner in joining Hitler's 
Axis. This action has given Japan nothing but grief. 

Kasai not only characterizes the tripartite pact 
as a great blunder; he says it has had a disastrous 
effect on American-Japanese relations and he adds: 


Now that Mr. Matsuoka has resigned and 
Admiral Teisiro Toyoda has become Foreign 
Minister, I hope that there will be a reorientation 


of Japan’s foreign policy. 
These and other highly conciliatory statements are 
} contained in a statement written for the New York 


of Public Opinion. 

Simultaneously, a newspaper in Japan gives Page 
1 prominence to a discussion between Kasai and 
Admiral Richmond K. Turner in Washington in 
which they sought a basis for improvement of Amer- 
ican-Japanese relations. 

The President’s secretary, Stephen Early, denies 
a report that Prince Konoye, Japanese Premier, had 
proposed a personal conference aboard a Japanese 
warship with Mr. Roosevelt. But what was contained 
in Konoye’s recent letter to Roosevelt, and what 
happened at the recent White House conference be- 
tween the President and Japanése Ambassador No- 
mura? . 

Japan’s situation is tough and it is getting tougher. 
The so-called “China incident,” meaning the war of 
invasion, has been going on for four years, and there 
is still no sign that the Chungking Government is 
weakening. This war has sapped Japan’s strength 
and undermined its morale. 

Meantime, the United States is applying more and 
more economic pressure in the form of boycotts of 
oil and steel shipments which Japan sorely needs, 
while Great Britain follows our lead. The Japanese 
were permitted by the Vichy Government to move 
into French Indo-China, but they will have a fight 
on their hands if they attempt to invade Thailand 
or the Dutch East Indies. 

Is Japan, contemplating its ill-starred pact with 
Hitler, thinking of saying “Uncle,” meaning “Uncle 
Sam?” Or is it going to jump from the frying pan 
into the fire by inviting war? Apparently, the Japa- 
nese have reached the point where one of these 
alternatives is essential. 

If the conciliatory attitude of Juiji Kasai prevails, 
Japan will desert the Axis and come to an agree- 
ment with the United States and Britain. Such an 
agreement would probably force Japan to vacate 
all or most of China while recognizing that Japan’s 
population pressures and economic needs are im- 
peratively in need of solution. 

We don’t know the answer to the problem of Japa- 
nese-American relations. We only know some of the 
questions. But we sniff in the air big news in the 
making. 
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AMONG THE FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS. 

He has finally turned up, just as we all knew 
he would. It was, in the nature of things, inevitable. 
He was mentioned the other day in a dispatch 
from Geneva. We refer, of course, to “an unusually 
well-informed source,” who immediately took his 
place as top-hand predicter of them all. He suc- 
ceeds in that eminent position “an informed source” 
and “a well-informed source.” 

His supremacy, however, will be short-lived. Such 
glory slips through the fingers like water. Shortly 
there will appear, bursting with knowledge and 
guesses, “a remarkably well-informed source,” and 


to the top notch in the hierarchy of adjectives and 
adverbs. 

A just plain, garden variety “source” must be as 
rare in Europe as liberty, equality and fraternity. 
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TOWARD A TEMPORARY TEACHERS’ PENSION PLAN. 

The St. Louis public school system now has some 
220 teachers and other employes beyond the age of 
70. Not all these elderly staff members are unfit for 
their duties for the reason that advancing years 
do not affect all persons in the same way. But 
‘many of them are well past their former usefulness 
in the educational process. Wherever there is such 
a teacher, boys and girls are being deprived of in- 
struction of a character which is their due—and for 
which their parents pay taxes. 

This is the condition which the Board of Educa- 
tion and St. Louis civic organizations sought to cor- 
rect through the passage of a teachers’ retirement 
enabling measure at the last session of the Mis 
souri Legislature. That approach, however, was— 
as everyone knows—defeated by the House, after 
unanimous passage in the Senate. Rather than wait 
another two years, the Pension Committee of the 
Board of Education is now considering a pension 
plan which would operate as a board rule. The 
proposal is to provide for compulsory retirement at 
70 and voluntary retirement at 65, with annual pen- 
sions ranging from $720 to $1000. 

The legality of a pension system based on a rule 
of the: board certainly would be open to question. 
This is recognized by the Board’s lawyer, Emmet 
T. Carter, who, with the chairman of the .Pension 
Committee, John A, Fleischli, say that a test suit 
would be brought to test the validity of such a re- 
tirement plan before it was placed in operation. 
There is also the further objection that a board rule 
can be changed at will. 

Even so, the possibility of starting a retirement 
system on this basis is worth exploring. If this 
long overdue improvement in our public school 
system can be placed in operation, beneficial results 
will be almost immediately evident. In two years 
the value of a teaching personnel freed of superan- 
nuated members would be so implanted in the minds 
of St. Louisans that passage of a permanent enabling 
act at Jefferson City should follow automatically. 
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WHY BE SO PROSAIC? 

The United States Treasury is doing a rushing 
business in its new tax notes, which citizens may 
purchase this year to meet the heavy income tax 
bills that will become due next year. In August, 
the first month of the operation of the tax savings

IT SHOULD BE IN VERSE. 

From California, home of the orange, glamour 
girls and retired Iowa farmers, comes a cry of 
anguish which we are reprinting elsewhere on this 
page. We are doing so not as an interesting example 
of the pain caused when that tenderest part of the 
human anatomy, the pocketbook, is touched, but 
because of the delicate yet virile manner in which

It’s almost a model, one might say, of genteel vitu- 
peration. The Los Angeles Times, finds the ex- 
planation for our criticism of the tax-dodging com- 
munity property states, not in venality, not in 
envy, not in error, but in the unfortunate contrac- 
tion of a deadly malady. A soft impeachment! . 

Of course, factually, the Times falls a little by the 
wayside. The Senate Committee, for instance, did 
not propose “to abolish separate income tax returns” 
universally. It merely proposed to end this racket 
in community property states. Furfhermore—but 
why draw up a bill of particulars? Our contempo- 
rary’s view is not a dull logical demonstration, but 
a poetic flight into fancy’s stratosphere. Under such 
circumstances, who would be hampered by facts? 
Would Shakespeare? Would Shelly? Would Swin- 
burne? How about a back-fence gossip? 

Why, not even California weathermen, those 
lyricists of meteorology, were ever caught sticking 
to prosaic facts. Why hobble the imaginative Los 
Angeles Times? 
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THE PLIGHT OF SMALL BUSINESS. 

Change over to production for national defense or 
run the risk of having to close up for the period of 
the defense emergency, 

That is the choice which John H. Martin, director 
of training and assistant director of policy of the 
priorities division of the OPM, has set before small 
business men of the St. Louis area. 

That may be the choice, but the Federal Govern- 
ment has more of an obligation than merely to 
state it. The Federal Government is,also under 
obligation to use its facilities as well as good 
offices to help small business adjust itself to de- 
fense production. Up to now, the bulk of defense 
contracts have gone to relatively few companies. 
There has been little or no reason for small busi- 
nesses to prepare themselves for the change-over 
because there has been no assurance that they would 
share in the defense contracts even if they were 
equipped to take them. 

The small business unit, notwithstanding the 
large-scale, monopolistic manufacturing of recent 
years, is still an established way of production in 
the United States. It has had its great champions, 
both in business and in statecraft. It deserves to 
have effective friends today. William E. Borah would 
be battling for little business were he still alive. 

The defense program and our policy of aiding 
Britain are designed primarily to protect our own 
way of life. *That means in part to protect the 
small business man. If the administration allows 
him to be killed off, it not only creates a serious 
domestic problem of far-reaching consequences, but 
it also consents now to suppression of a democratic 
way of doing business. 
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ASLEEP AT THE SWITCH. 

If the testimony yesterday of J. J. Pelley, president 
of the Association of American. Railroads, may be 
accepted, the oil shortage which has been plaguing 
the Hast is certainly the “glaring example of bu- 
reaucratic blundering” Senator Walsh termed it. 

By using tank cars, of which there is a surplus, 
the petroleum scarcity, caused by transfer of 60 oil 
tankers to Great Britain, could be ended’ within two 
weeks, Pelley told a Senate committee. 

The amazing thing is that Ralph K. Davies, acting 
petroleum co-ordinator in the absence of Harold 
Ickes, who has just announced a 10 per cent cut in 
September gasoline deliveries to Eastern filling 
stations, was completely ignorant of this tank car 
surplus. “This,” he said yesterday, in a tone of 
surprise, “is the sort of definite information I have 
continually invited the railroads to supply.” 

But did he invite Mr, Pelley to supply it? On the 
contrary, Pelley says his offer to furnish such data 
to Davies last June was ignored. : 

It does not seem naive to give Mr. Pelley credit 
for common honesty. If we may do so, then Mr.

T seems to me that this is the most crit- 
| ical period in the history of the relations 

of Japan and the United States. To 
break asunder the ties of friendship be- 
tween our two countries would be a crime 
against humanity. 

Japan always remembers with gratitude 
the services the United States has rendered 
since the days of Townsend Harris, the 
first American diplomatic representative in 
Japan, 

Unfortunately, the influence of third Pow- 
ers has been constantly at work to involve 
America and Japan in conflict. It would 
be the height of folly if the statesmen. of 


| both nations should be so blind as to bur! 


their countries into the catastrophe of war. 

I am very glad to know that the efforts 
of President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull to preserve peace in the 
Pacific have found an echo in Premier 
(Prince Fumimaro) Konoye’s message to 
the President presented by Ambassador Ad- 
miral Kichisanburo Nomura. - 

It was a great blunder on the part of 
former Foreign Minister Yosuke Matsuoka 
* have signed a tripartite treaty with Hit- 
er. 

The thinking people of Japan objected 
to him, on the ground that such a treaty 
would impair our cordial relations with the 
United States, but he insisted it would im- 
prove our relations with America. It is re- 
grettable to see that the treaty has had 
a disastrous effect on American-Japanese 


relations. 
* * — 


Now that Mr. Matsuoka has resigned and 


Admiral Teisiro Toyoda has become For- 
eign Minister, I hope that there will be a 
reorientation of Japan’s foreign policy. As 
a naval officer, Admiral Toyoda served un- 
der Admiral Nomura and he is a statesman 
of vision who is anxious to preserve Ja- 
pan’s friendship with the United States. 
With Admiral Toyoda as Foreign Minister 
and Admiral Nomura as our Ambassador 
in Washington, I sincerely hope that Japan 


and the United States will be able to pre- 
serve the peace of the Pacific. 

When I graduated from the. University 
of Chicago in 1913, I won the highest prize 
for oratory for an address entitled “The 
Mastery of the Pacific,” in which I em- 
phasized the joint mastery of the Pacific 
by the United States and Japan, and I 
have been working ever since for Amert- 
can-Japanese co-operation. 

Whatever misunderstandings and diffi- 
culties we may have at this time, I am con- 
fident that a clash will be prevented. 

We know that there is a great deal of 
propaganda by third countries at this time 
to involve our two countries in war, I am 
quite sure that the Imperial Japanese Navy 
is for the defense of the island empire and 
that it will not be used as a catspaw for 
a third Power to fight the United States. 

The recent radio address by Prime Min- 
ister Churchill of Great Britain was an 
oratorical masterpiece, but I am sorry to 
see that Mr. Churchill, in order to win 
American sympathy, went so far as to de- 
clare that Great Britain would help the 
United States if Japan failed to come to 
an agreement with America. 

It was interpreted in Japan as a threat, 
and it had the opposite effect from that 
which Mr. Churchill had in mind. 


Japan has no reason to quarrel with the 
United States, but it looks as though Great 
Britain might be trying to involve Japan 


} and America in a war in the Pacific and 


thereby draw the United States into the 
European conflict. 

If that is so, it is just what Hitler has 
been trying to do in order to keep the 
American fleet in the Pacific and thus pre- 
vent the United States from giving whole- 
hearted assistance and support to Great 
Britain. As Great Britain is now fighting 
against Hitler, is it not best for her to keep 
the Pacific Ocean free from an American- 
Japanese conflict? 

I appreciate the indefatigable efforts for 
peace and understanding of American Am- 
bassador Joseph C. Grew in Tokyo and 
Admiral Nomura in Washington. 

I sincerely hope that President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Hull will be 
able to reach an understanding with Pre- 
mier Konoye and Admiral Toyoda to pre- 
serve the peace of the Pacific.

APPROPRATONS POST 
UKELY FOR CANNON 


Missourian May Replace EM 
Taylor, Dean of House, 
Who Died, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP).— 
Informed House members predict- 
ed today that Representative Clar- 
ence Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, 
would be elected chairman of the 
important Appropriations Commit- 
tee to succeed Representative Ed- 
ward T. Taylor (Dem.), Colorado, 
who died®last night. Cannon is 
from the Ninth Missouri District. 
His home is at Elsberry. 

House members said that Can- 
non and Representative Woodrum 
(Dem.), Virginia, had equal seni- 
ority but that Cannon’s name was 
placed ahead of that of his col- 
league and that probably would 
mean that he would be selected 
by the House to.head the com- 
mittee, 

Both Cannon and Woodrum 
were sworn in as House members 
on March 4, 1923, and were elect- 
ed to. the Appropriations Commit- 
tee on Dec. 12, 1929. Available 
House members did not recall 
why Cannon’s name was placed 
ahead of Woodrum’s on the com- 
mittee list. Some suggested the 
names might have betn arranged 
alphabetically, Woodrum, now 
acting Speaker, said he did not 
know. Cannon was at the bedside 
of his ill mother in Missouri. 

Theoretically, the House chooses 
committee chairmen. Actually, 
the choice is made by the Com- 
mittee on Committees of the ma- 
jority party—in this case, the 
Democrats. This committee ig ex- 
pected to meet about Sept. 15 
when the House resumes business 
sessions. 

Taylor, a former Kansas cow- 
bey, was elected to the House in 
1909 and became its oldest mem- 
ber after 17 consecutive terms in 
office. He was 83 years old. His 
death was due to a heart attack. 

He had been chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
since 1937. 

Death came only”36 hours after 
he was admitted to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. He apparently had been 
recovering from two heart attacks, 
suffered Tuesday, shortly after his 
arrival in Denver with Mrs. Taylor 
for a vacation. 

He was born June 19, 1858, on a 
farm in Woodford County, Illinois. 
He did not enter Congress until he 
was 50 years old, yet only four 
other Representatives since the 
first Congress, March 4, 1789, had 
been elected to 17 consecutive 
terms, 

Taylor once called the chairman- 
ship of the House Appropriations 
Committee “the second hardest job 
in Congress.” 

“Speaker of the House is first,” 
he said, adding, “I believe the 
grind hastened the deaths of the 
six men who were chairmen imme- 
diately before me. 

Taylor, who ran for office at 22 
general elections and was never 
defeated, held the most pride in 
his Taylor Grazing Act, which reg- 
ulates use of the public domain. 
He was the author of 100 other 
Federal laws. 

A graduate of. Michigan Law 
School in 1884, he pointed out in 
his Congressional Directory bio- 
graphical sketch that he wrote 
“more state laws and constitutional 
amendments and Federal laws 
combined than anyone else.”

that any American diplomatic or 
consular officer may refuse a visa 
to a foreigner applying for entrance 
into the United States whom he 
thinks may engage in activities 
likely to injure the country, and 
a second law giving the President 
power to modify the immigration 
laws in the present emergency. 
The bills are All right, but their 
interpretation is open to question. 
Actually, their interpretation de 
pends to a vast extent on the par- 
ticular views and temperaments of 
the various consular officers. Early 
in June, the State Department, 
anticipating legislation, ordered 
consuls to refuse visas to any per- 
son leaving close relatives behind 
in Germany, Italy or countries ot- 
cupied' by the German armies. 

The reason advanced for this 
ruling was that there was “evi- 
dence” that secret police operating 
in the United States had been 
bringing pressure to bear on such 
immigrants to work for them, with 
threats of revenge against their 
relatives at home if overtures 
were refused. 

How much of such evidénce ex- 
ists is not revealed, but the ruling 
works out with illogical cruelty. I 
think, for instance, of a 70-year- 
old pair, the man a famous art 
historian, whose only daughter is 
already in the United States and 
able to support her parents. But 
the parents are refused a visa be- 
cause they have close relatives in 
Austria. Obviously the daughter 
herself could be an object of pres- 
sure, if such pressure were to be 
exerted. Probably the old parents 
will die separated from their child 
for the sake of a bureaucratic 
ruling. 

Furthermore, it is perfectly pos- 
sible to protect immigrants against 
such blackmail by reversing. it. 
Publicity would do the trick. Any- 
one invited to enter Nazi or any 
other service under penalty of pres- 
sure on his relatives has only pub- 
licly to tell the story to make the 
whole procedure ineffective. :

HE idea that men who have al- 

ready faced every sort of terror 
for their principles, in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, France, Austria ari else- 
where, will suddenly become prey 
to terrorization over here is not 
convincing at all. 

In this country the agitation 
against refugees has been mali- 
cious, but investigation shows no 
basis in fact for the charges. Ameri- 
ca has not been overrun with ref- 
ugees; on the contrary, our immi- 
gration is way below normal, and 
has been during the past years. 

There are problems connected 
with the distribution of refugees, 
with finding work for intellectuals, 
for instance, but they are not in- 
so'uble problems and they have 
caused headaches to the friends of 
the refugees, but no dislocation 
worth thinking about to American 
life. The refugees themselves have 
suffered in making adjustments, 
but the nation has not suffered, 
but on the whole has greatly profit- 
ed. It could have profited much 
more had we had a clear policy and 
program. 

At any rate, to be a  stanch 
friend of the American way of life 
ought to be an asset to a would- 
be immigrant and not a liability. 
And the people who come to this 
country as saboteurs and spies do 
not come as refugees, If a few 
have been slipped in under this 
guise, they are inconsequential 
compared to the highly respectable 
visitors, commercial salesmen for 
the Axis, who keep coming over 
on every other clipper.

CAA Experts’ Report Cites 
One East. Side Tract 
as Excellent.. ~ 


Possible sites for a second St. 


Louls municipal airport were nar- 
rowed down to four in a report 


submitted today to the Municipal 
Airport Commission by experts of 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority, it 
was learned by the Post-Dispatch. 

One site, of the 22 considered in 


the report, was described as ex- 
cellent. On the East Side, this 
site was reported’to “offer excel- 
lent opportunities from its topog- 
raphy and accessibility to down- 
town St. Louis.” 

The report was prepared by 
Charles B. Donaldson, acting CAA 
Director of Airports, and Thomas 
E. Flaherty, CAA regional airport 
engineer. The experts came to 
St. Louis at the invitation of the 
Airport Commission and have 
made an extensive study of pos- 
sible sites from the air and on 
the ground, 

A meeting of the commission 
with Mayor William Dee Becker 
to discuss the experts’ report was 
to be held late today. 

Exact locations of the sites still 
under consideration were not made 
known. Beside the preferred one 
in Illinois, one other on the East 
Side and two in Missouri were 
recommended for further study. 

Surveys of soil and cost of de- 

veloping approaches were recom- 
mended for the second Illinois site. 
One of the areas was de- 
scribed as rough with a maximum 
variation in elevation of 146 feet, 
making grading costly. 
Mosentine Island, in the Mis- 
sissippi River near Chain of Rocks, 
and Columbia Bottoms, at the con- 
fluence of the Missisgippi and Mis- 
souri Rivers, were among the sites 
rejected.

Refrigerator Cheese Cake, 

Two tablespoons gelatin. 

One-half cup cold water, 

Two eggs, separated, 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup milk. 

One pound cottage cheese. 

One teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

One teaspoon vanilla extract.

Roll corn flakes into fine crumbs 
and combine with butter and 
sugar. Press three-fourths of the 
crumb mixture into bottom of 
spring form pan. Pour in cheese 
mixture. Sprinkle remaining 
crumbs over the top. Chill until 
firm enough to cut. 

Yield: 10 servings (one nine-inch 
spring form pan). 

Shrimp and Mushroom Casserole, 

One cup canned shrimp. 

One eight-ounce can button 
mushrooms.

bles likewise are good for the hu- 


man body, but they do not kill 
germs directly. Neither do the vast majority of our medicines. 
Some chemicals, like carbolic acid and formaldehyde, will kill 
germs, but they would also kill the living cells in the body, too, 
g0 we can’t employ them internally. A “specific” drug, and 
medicine is hungry for such, would be one which could be 
taken by mouth or hypodermic, and which would attack the 
dangerous germs only, but not injuriously affect the living cells 
ef the human body.

Now, let us see what ground for 
self-congratulation the victors had. 
Analysis reveals that, with only one 
entry in dummy thru which to 
finesse hearts, the declarer had 
about one chance in 10 to pick up 
the heart king! He could do so 
only if it was blank or singly 
guarded on his right. (If it was 
blank on his left, he would not be 
able to guess it.) Since there are 
more than 60 ways of dividing’ the 
six hearts that East-West held, and 
only six of these would permit the 
capture of the king, the conclusion 
is obvious that South wag phe- 
nomenally lucky. 

As a matter of fact, South should 
have foreseen during the bidding 
that he would require two entries 
to dummy for the heart finesse. 
North’s club take-out was far from 
favorable since South had no club. 
The 45 No-Trump Convention, 
therefore, was put to.very danger- 
ouz use. The. worst thing that 
could happen was that North would 
be able to answer positively with 
five no trump, since this would 
mark him with two aces, but, be- 
cause of his original pass, would 
rule out the possibility of his hold- 
ing the heart king. Having 
jumped in hearts on the second 
round, South should have content- 
ed himself with bidding four 
spades over four hearts. But, of 
course, if players are lucky enough 
to bring home contracts that are 
10 to 1 against them, I suppose 
that they will not pay too much at- 
tention to advice.

HE day may not be far dis- 

tant when the average house- 

wife will go to her favorite 
supermarket and instead of buy- 
ing four chops or a small sirloin, 
a pound of peas, and enough fruit 
for the evening’s dessert, will say 
with utmost nonchalance, “I be- 
lieve I'll take a quarter of beef 
today and a crate of fresh peas. 
Oh yes, and a crate of strawber- 
ries, too.” The food store pro- 
prietor, equally nonchalant, will 
not arch an eyebrow, or ask what 
hotel she’s managing. He’ll know 
that the housewife is merely add- 
ing a few provisions to the stock 
of her private refrigerated food 
locker, 

These food lockers, and there are 
now 4000 locker plants or “banks” 
throughout the country, are better 
known to farmers than city dwell- 
ers, but now they’re beginning to 
move into the urban areas too. In 
brief, they are refrigerated lock- 
ers which enable families to buy 
and store meat in large quantities, 
as well as have their own supply 
of quick-frozen fruits and vegeta- 
bles out of season. 

Housewives can go whole hog in 
their buying, or. whole cow or 
lamb as the case may be, More- 
over, it can happen here, because 
the first locker plant in the St. 
Louis area, the Ladue Lockers, 
9810 Clayton road, is now under 
construction, and 10 others are 
planned for other points in. the 
— and county, 1500 lockers in 

This is how the locker system 
of food buying works. The house- 
wife comes to the store or locker 
plant, which is usually in a store, 
selects her side of beef or other 
meat, at prices that are naturally 
less than steak and chop prices, 
and decides how thick the steaks 
should be cut, how other sections 
should be prepared, from roast to 
hamburger. In the case of pork, 
even sausage is made and lard ren- 
dered, 

The meat then goes into the 
chill and aging room,.a 36-degree 
temperature room, for the neces- 
sary time. It is then cut, wrapped, 


and put into the quick-freeze cab- 
inet, on a “plate” that looks like 
a sheet of corrugated white met- 
al. The ridges, it was explained, 
are refrigerant lines. Smaller 
plants hang from the ceiling of the 
room to provide further refrigera- 
tion. The temperature in this room 
is 30 below zero, and fast freezing 
is very necessary to prevent crys- 
tallization, that is, crystals form- 
ing that will make the meat life- 
less when thawed out. 
x * * 
ROM the quick-freezing room, 
F the meat is put into the indi- 
vidual refrigerated lockers, ac- 
tually white metal drawers and 
compartments, each of which holds 
300 pounds. The packages are 
stamped as to contents, weight and 
date of entry. The next time Mrs. 
Housewife wants a steak she visits 
the locker plant, unlocks, her lock- 
er, and takes the steak. She may, 
if she wants, make a weekly trip 
to the locker, take out enough 
meat for the entire week, and keep 
it in her refrigerator at home. 
“These locker plants were orig- 
inally designed for rural areas,” 
a representative of Hussmann- 
Ligonier Co., builders of a num- 
ber of Midwestern food banks, ex- 
plained. “They are designed to de- 
liver the farmer from the gas- 
tronomic horror of having fresh 
meat for only a week or two and 
then canned beef or smoked meat 
all winter long. Farmers found 
that if they stored their meat in 
these lockers, they could have 


fresh meat all winter long. How-. 


ever, about 40 per cent of the lock- 
er plants are now in city areas, 
and in the East a number of 
large apartment houses are inves- 
tigating the possibilities of having

lockers for tenants in the base- 
ments of their buildings.” 

Food lockers were first insti- 
tuted in Oregon about 10 years 
ago, and are numerous through- 
out Middle Western states, partic- 
ularly in small towns. There are 
700 plants in Iowa, for example, 
some of them very swank estab- 
lishments with waiting rooms and 
everything but a bar for waiting 
husbands. One locker plant in Tul- 
sa, Ok., contains 5000 lockers. 
There are plants in Kansas, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Nebraska, a 
number of them in Illinois, and 
even one at the army post in the 
Virgin Islands, 

The Ladue locker plant, a squar- 
ish modernistic building, of tile 
and glass blocks, has an ultimate 
capacity of 700 lockers. Only 200 
are being used as a starter, how- 
ever, with opening date set for

“There are varied possibilities 
for food storing,” one locker expert 
pointed out. “Guinea hens, game, 
fish, can be stored. People can 


bring fruit and vegetables from 
their own gardens, or buy them 
when they are plentiful and low 
in price. The fruits and vegetables 
are blanched, then prepared in 
syrup, or prepared dry, frozen, and 
stored in cellophane, or parchment 


lined cartons in the lockers. Fast 
freezing keeps them from being 
dehydrated. A woman can bank a 
carton of strawberries and have 
strawberry shortcake for Christ- 


and picket the locker plants, toss’ 
ing small cuts of liver and beef 
stew at the windows as they paced, 
but such is not the case, we were 
told, Packers weren’t too happy 
about the whole thing in the be- 
ginning, but after a while they be- 
gan reasoning that all the people 
renting lockers wouldn’t be raising 
their own meat. Here was their 
chance to sell and sell in larger 
quantities. People would probably 
eat more meat and they would cer- 
tainly learn to eat different kinds, 
Although it is an old meat maxim 
that the average woman is pretty 
dumb about meat, charts in locker 
plants illustrate various cuts and 
possibilities.

HE retailer went through the 

same period of adjustment. His 

first reaction was that, “This is 
an unprintable thing to do—to un- 
dersel Ime and iun me out of busi- 
ness.” But then it dawned on him 
that he might do well to put a 
locker plant in his store, sell the 
meat, and make the commission on 
freezing it. There was another 
angle, too. On those days when 
he had announced a big sale of 
poultry, expecting a record turn- 
out, and instead it rained, or his 
customers went to a picnic, or a 
downtown sale, he could rent a 
locker for himself, and thus save 
his meat or poultry from spoiling. 
As it has happened in the other 
states, a large percentage of locker 
plants are in grocery stores or 
meat markets. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has estimated that the average 
family of four saves $105 a year 
under the locker plant system. 
Even though they pay for the 
lockers, at rents ranging from $10 
to $14 a year, they buy fruits and 
vegetables cheaper when they buy 
in season and in large quantities 
and a side of beef at 24 cents to 
27 cents a pound certainly is cheap- 
er than the prevailing price of 
steak. 

There is another reason that 
Washington has been giving the 
locker business a favorable giance 
and that has to do with defense 
and food shortages. 

“They feel,” we were told, “that 
there is a certain amount of se- 
curity in having these locker plants 
located at strategic points through- 
out the country for the storage of 
food in case of war.” 

Locker plant builders and man- 
agers have found that there has 
been little or no resistance on the 
part of housewives to the idea of 
frozen meats and other foods. For 
one thing the little woman always 
has taken a beating, verbal or oth- 
erwise, from the man of the house 
as to the quality of her meat pur- 
chases, and buying meat on the 
hoof is one way to get the kind of 
meat she wants cut the way she 
wants it. 

Then, too, women are fairly well 
educated to packaged frozen 
foods, the corn on the cob, straw- 
berries, raspberries and poultry 
that they can buy, quick-frozen, at 
the stores. They have learned that 
some foods do not freeze well, but 
that others, lima beans and string 
beans among them, are improved 
by freezing. 

“It’s a pretty gay adventure for 
most women,” one man said, “and 
besides it will mean that the 
housewife will have the whip hand 
at home. She'll be able to say, 
‘Well, you big so-and-so, I finally 
got that good beef you've been 
squawking about, a whole side of 
it.’ ”

Pass one of our modern grocery 
stores. What do you see, in the 
summer time, exposed in front? A 
riot of color—oranges, lemons, car- 
rots, radishes, spinach, beans, peas, 
cabbage, onions, tomatoes—to say 
nothing of the butter, eggs, milk 
and meat on the shelves in the 
back. Colored and green vegeta- 
bles mean vitamins.

—one within at least half a mile 
of any inhabitant, most of them 
within one-quarter of a mile, or 
100 yards. As a result of this wide- 
spread distribution, there is very 
little vitamin deficiency in the 
United States. 

The present stampede for vita- 
min reinforcement of food is thor- 
oughly unscientific and even dan- 
gerous, The statement of Surgeon 
General Parran that 40,000,000 
Americans are suffering vitamin 
deficiency is one of the most ab- 
surd statements ever made by a 
public official. It would mean that 
about one of every three or four 
Americans is so suffering. 

I have written a number of hos- 
pitals to find out how many cases 
of vitamin deficiency they admit. 
One in Massachusetts has treated 
111 cases out of 46,000 patients in 
three years—a percentage of 0.23, 
This would mean one American 
out of every 500 was suffering 
from vitamin deficiency, but since 
these were all sick people, the 
proportion is really much smaller 
than that. A large Baltimore hos- 
pital had a proportion of 0.14 per 
cent patients with vitamin deficien- 
cy. A California hospital has 0.05 
per cent.

A PHYSICIAN in a large clinic 
writes me: “I keep looking for 
patients with clearcut vitamin de- 
ficiency and simply can’t find 
them.” 

A danger of the craze to eat re- 
inforced foods with vitamins as 
pointed out by my friend, the re- 
search worker, is that if you give 
too much of one vitamin, you may 
precipitate a vitamin deficiency of 
another kind. Experiments have 
shown that animals who are given 
overdoses of vitamin Bl (thiamin 
chloride) are much more prone to 
suffer Vitamin B2 deficiency than 

“if they had a normal amount of 
vitamin Bl in the diet.

M. 8.: “Do cataracts of the eye 
usually follow both eyes? My son 
has had a cataract since he was 
very young, the aftermath of a 
childhood illness. Is it possible 
that sometime the other eye may 
be affected?” 

Answer: A cataract in a young 
person in one eye has no tendency 
to produce a cataract in the other, 
This is not true of older people, 
but cataracts do not necessarily 
cause blindness.
